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T he Rocky movie spawned five 

sequels over 30 years and now in 
Creed, Balboa (Sylvester Stallone) 
is back one more time to pass the torch to 
a new young fighter: Adonis Johnson 
(Michael B Jordan), the son of his old 
friend and rival Apollo Creed. 

The latest trailer dropped last week and 
gave us our best look yet at the wealth of 
boxing talent stepping into the fictional 
ring.

BOPE was a taskforce set up in 
1978 to free Brazil's 960 favela 
communities from organised 
crime. The highly trained outfit 
comprising of roughly 40 0 
members was said to be the 
most efficient military force 
in Latin America, experts 
in urban warfare as well 
as working in the confined 
space of the shanty towns. 

They now have access to 
firepower far in excess of 
regular law enforcement 
officers, including armoured 
vehicles. But with free reign 
to enforce the law in whichever 
way they see fit, in 2013 things 
came to a head as the country 
went into meltdown. 


Ceps f haf kill 

After a spate of killings before 
the 2014 World Cup - including 
the execution of bricklayer, 
Amarildo de Souza, who was 
classified as ^^missing" for more 
than two months - Rio's poorer 
favelas were hit by violent riots. 
The suspicious circumstances 
surrounding De Souza's 
disappearance and the 
notorious reputation of Rio's 
policing tipped locals over 
the edge, driving them to 
violence that forced the 
Government to investigate. 

It was revealed the father 
of six had left his home to buy 
seasoning for some fish he'd 
caught when he was picked up 
in a routine sweep. But what 
happened next shocked 
residents. 

De Souza was subjected to a 
violent interrogation including 


arrested and charged with 
murder after it was found they'd 
paid off locals to help them 
fabricate a story to cover their 
own crimes. It was then 
discovered many of the officers 
involved in the killings were 
actually members of BOPE... 

violent and 
aggressive tactles 

The unlawful killing lead to 
Brazilian officials issuing 
reports on their investigations. 
They suggest that, with the 
police largely underfunded 
and battling some of the most 
violent street gangs in the 
world, their officers will often 
use excessive force to try to 
quash the problem rather than 
solve it. 

This was evident when an 
escaped criminal was shot dead 


income with top targets 
being put out for tender at 
around £3,500. 

It has also been reported in 
the local Brazilian press that it 
is not only criminals auctioning 
off their dirty work: even 
regular business owners are 
paying out to have off-duty or 
retired police take care of the 
petty thieves and disturbances 
at their 
businesses. 

All the police 
ask for in exchange is total 
anonymity - and money. 


How high does the 
corruption go? 

With the problem of police 
killings persisting, and the 
favelas wracked with fear 
ahead of the Olympics, human 
rights group Amnesty 
International recently decided 
to step in to raise awareness of 
the issue. 

Their research showed there 
was evidence to support that 
one-in-six killings committed 
by the military police showed 
signs of extrajudicial execution. 
While the Government 
publically displays a tough 
stance in ending ^^eath 
squads", members have come 
out to say they don't fear arrest 
as many of their bosses and 
the investigating officers 
are actually part of the corrupt 
movement.
